inoomce beyond the exempted one thousand 
dollars. 
For instance, a oilizen holds govern­ 
ment bonds, the coupons of which yield him 
from the interest a taxable income of ten 
thousand dollars. 
At five per cent upon this 
income, as upon a like Income from any other 
source, five hundred dollars must be paid into 
the national Treasury; 
but the subject or 
citizen of England or France pays no tax to 
our government upon its securities in his pos­ 
session, simply because he Is outside the pale 
of onr internal revenue assessments. 
Hence 
we contend that a specific tax of five per cent 
upon the interest of our bonds held by the 
subject or citizen of England, or France, or 
*ny other foreign country, will be no act of 
injustice to him, inasmuch as it is the tax paid 
by the American citizen. 
Simple justice to 
the citizen requires, in fact, that the foreigner 
should be subject to the same assessment on 
hla Income from our national bonds. 
We believe, too, that when this subject is 
brought prominently before the people and Con­ 
gress the Justice of the propoelüon wIU be 
admitted. 
The argmnent against taxing our 
bonds held abroad is far more remarkable 
than the proposition; 
for It 
is conceded 
that In the way of precedent the United 
States would be justified in such an act. 
“To 
a certain extent," the writer says, “the 
Americans would, in taxing European holders 
of their bonds, be following a precedent which 
is every day furnished by this country (Eng­ 
land), all foreign holders of consols being 
taxed In precisely the same manner as British 
subjects." Then he goes on to show that the 
otiier nations of Eiiro|)e do the same or worse. 
But, strange to say, be argues that the same 
rule does not apply to the United States. 
He 
intima ten that it ia not honest, and that although 
England and all other nations may tax their 
security holders, this country ought not. 
I» 
not tills nunnrkably fine British logic? 
It is 
said that we should be more honest than the 
rest, because it is 


straggle tor the life of the oaUoa, and the whole 
debt was placed at home. 
Wo are under no 
obligations to Eagland or any other foreign 
power. The British and other foreign capital­ 
ists that have Invested in onr securities since the 
war did so because they oould purchase them 
at a very low price and with a conviction that 
In the fiiture adjnstmentor consolidation of the 
debt they would bs subject lo the conlliigen- 
cies of legislation in taxing or reducing the 
in* 'rest. 
In fact, they discounted these very 
contingencies in advance. 
As to borrowing 
money from Eiu-ope, the loss we do of that 
the better, and really wo have no need to do it. 
The govorninont is not likely under any clr- 
cumatai es to want European loans. 
It is to 
our interest and the duty of the government to 
the American people to follow the example of 
England and tax the Interest on bonds held 
abroad just as it is taxed at home.

complain, therefore, of the want of a good sup­ 
ply of foreign manufactures for the approach- 
in season. 
But it Is a fact that wo generally 
Incline towards plethoric importations at this 
time of the year, which sometimes torn out 
disastrously for the importers. 
However, in 
view of our excellent crops, and the happy 
condition of the farm**r class all over the coun­ 
try, which is the natural consequence thereof, 
the large Importation of this portion of the 
year may not be too mtioh to fill the margin of 
profit very handsomely for the Importers and 
jobbers.

Briiivli Views on the 
Proposition to Tax 


United States Secnrtfies. 


ABritish journal which pays particular atten- 


tion to financial matters mates some curious 
remarks on the proposition to tax United States 
securities held abroad. It says that "the first 
telegram by the French Atlantic cable informs 
us that the NKW YOEK HERALD strongly ap- 
proves of the proposition to tax bonda which 
are held abroad." And, again, in a leading 
editorial it remarks:—"A somewhat remark- 
able, but by no means astounding, piece of 
information has been received from New York 
through the Atlantic cable. An agitation pre- 
vails on the other side of the Atlantic the 
object of which is to enable the government to 
tax the interest payable to foreigners on the 
debt held by them." 


Now, for the consolation of our British con- 


temporary, we will say that at present ther* ii 
here no very great agitation on the subject; 
but we repeat what was said before, that the 
interest on the bonds held abroad ought 
to be taxed aa the interest of those held 
by American bondholders ia taxed. 
The 


tax on the interest of our government bonds 
held by our citizens is five per cent— 
we refer to the internal revenue lax on *U 
incomes beyond the exempted one thousand 
dollars. For instance, a citizen holds govern- 
ment bonds, the coupons of which yield hiiu 
from the interest a taxable income of ten 
thousand dollars. At five per cent upon this 
income, as upon a like income from any other 
source, five hundred dollars must be paid into 
the national Treasury; but the subject or 
citizen of England or France pays no tax to 
our government upon its securities in his pos- 
session, simply Tjecause he is outside the pale 
of our internal revenue assessments. Hence 
we contend that a specific tax of five per cent 
upon the interest of our bonds held by the 
subject or citizen of England, or France, or 
any other foreign country, will be no act of 
injustice to him, inasmuch as it is the tax paid 
by the American citizen. Simple justice to 
the citizen requires, in fact, that the foreigner 
should be subject to the same assessment on 
his income from oar national bonds. 


We believe, too, that when this subject ia 


brought prominently before the people and Con- 
gress the justice of the proposition will be 
admitted. 
The argument against taxing our 


bonds held abroad is far more remarkable 
than the proposition; 
for it is conceded 


that in the way of precedent the Uajted 
States would be justified in such an act. "To 
a certain extent," the writer gays, "the 
Americans would, in taxing European holders 
of their bonds, be following a precedent which 
is every day furnished by this country (Eng- 
land), all foreign holders of consols being 
taxed in precisely the same manner as British 
subjects." Then he goes on to show that the 
other nations of Europe do the same or worse. 
But, strange to say, he argues that the same 
rule does not apply to the United States. He 
intimates that it is not honest, and that although 
England and all other nations may tax their 
security holders, this country ought not. 
Is 


not this remarkably fine British logic ? It is 
said that we should be more honest than the 
rest, because it ia our interest to be so and 
because our credit would suffer if we should 
not be. -We are told that we should not be 
able to borrow money abroad if our reputation 
were damaged in that way. 


In reality the government did not borrow 


from Europe in the extraordinary war to 
preserve the Union and during; the erection 
of onr enormous debt, and it was not nntii the 
war was over that European capitalists ven- 
tured to invest their funds in our bonds that 
paid more than double the interest that could 
be obtained on the other aide of the Atlantic. 
Europe gave aa uo assutaooe. if our great 


AndT Johnson's Platform. 


Andy Johnson was serenaded at the Lamar 


House in Knoxville the other .r%ht. Andy 
Johnson made a speech. Re put ,in a bid for 
a seat in the United States Senate, and Andy 
Johnson put his foot in it—not in the Senfte 
Chamber, but in his prospects for reaching 
those easy, velvet-cushioned arm chairs—for 
the present at least We publish Andy's noc- 
turnal serenade speech. He said he was not in 
Kaoxville for the purpose of making a studied 
address. It is a pity he had not devoted a 
little time to the study of what he intended to 
say—if he intended to say anything. He de- 
clared that a popular revolution had occurred 
in the State. That is true; but he neglected 
to state that Parson Brownlow was at the head 
of that revolution and himself at the tail, if 
anywhere. It was Parson Brownlow's revolu- 
tion, not Andy Johnson's, and from the love the 
twain bear each other it will be like an attempt 
to reunite the Siamese twins after they have 
been once carved asunder, and expect that 
their flesh will again join and their blood inter- 
mingle naturally in the veins of eacb, as to im- 
agine that Brownlow and Johnson will again 
become sealed in a common bond of fellowship. 
Ba that as it may, however, Andy Johnson 
has planted himself upon a rotten platform—a 
plafona upon which no honest man should 
ever expect to be elected to the United States 
Senate. He has evoked the skeleton of a regal 
empire based upon our national debt, and he 
exclaims, "Preserve the republic; let the debt 
go." 
This is repudiation in its worst form, 


ft is treason to the credit and the honor of the 
republic. 
As the ef-Presideat 
declared 


more than once during his Presidency that 
treason should be made odious and traitors 
punished, so now respectable citizens will de- 
mand that repudiation be made odious and re- 
ptidiatora punished—by being left severely 
alone in the distribution of the honors and 
emoluments of official station. Aady John- 
son ought to have the gumption to know that 
the true way to save the republic is for the re- 
public to pay its debt. To repudiate it is pav- 
ing the way to bankruptcy, anarchy and 
eventualTuin. Then may follow a chaotic em- 
pire such is a digtemperoo. imajjination might 
conjure up, but not until then. And, thank the 
Lord and the good temper of our tax-paying 
citizens, such an event is as remote as the 
sound of Gabriel's trumpet. 
Furthermore, 


Andy Johnson seems to be in a muddle about 
the fifteenth amendment, allowing negroes to 
vote. He does not seem to comprehend that 
that amendment 13 a foregone conclusion, that 
it is a fixed fact, and that the sooner it is 
looked 
squarely 
in the' face 
as such 


the better for such States as are likely 
to be most affected by its operations. 
The 


conservatives in Virginia accepted it and 
elected a Governor and a Legislature upon tte 
issue. The conservatives of Mississippi have 
accepted it, and are prepared to act upon it. 
The same may be aaid with regard to the re- 
spectable portion of the conservatives in Texas. 
Hence, so far as the three outstanding Slates 
are concerned, there is nothing in the fifteenth 
amendment that should create much of an out- 
cry, and so far as Andy Johnson and Ten- 
nessee are concerned there is nothing in it that 
either himself or the people of his State, whom 
he has for so many years represented in vari- 
ous capacities, should make a hue and cry about. 
We shall be sorry to learn that the Southerners 
are not able to manage the negro vote after it 
shall become a merchantable article among 
politicians like that of other class voters in the 
North and West. Taking all things into con- 
sideration we rather think Andy Johnson will 
be found wanting in his claims for the United 
States Senate when the time comes to test his

*! Ono Weett'« Receipt* from 


• The customs returns for the wec£ included 
between August the 7th and August\the 14th 
show that the receipts from this ' eouroa 
amounted to four millions seventy-fouf thou- 
sand four hundred and forty-seven dollars, 
Of this amount the port of New York alone 
contributed more than three millions and a 
quarter, proving thereby its preponderating 
value to the country. If we were to assume 
that the revenue of this one week was to bo 
taken as an average return, it would give the 
Treasury an annual income from imports 
alone, of more than two hundred and eight 
millions. But it is evident that this is an ex- 
ceptional case. The amount of duty paid 
into the custom houses of New York, Philadel- 


example of phia, Boston and Baltimore is based upon the 
bonds held 
importation of goods for the fall trade, which 
by this showing must be very large. Predica- 
ting facts upon the imports, it would look as 
though our merchants calculated upon a large 
interior trade diiring the coming fall season. 
Probably they find a sound basis for their ex- 
pectations in the redundant crops. We cannot 
complain, therefore, of the want of a good sup- 
ply of foreign manufactures for the approach- 
in season.- But it is a fact that we generally 
incline towards plethoric importations at this 
time of the year, which sometimes turn out 
disastrously for the importers. 
However, in 


view of our excellent crops, and the happy 
condition of the farmer class all over the coun- 
try, which is the natural consequence thereof, 
the large importation of this portion of the 
year may not be too much to fill the margin of 
profit very handsomely for the importers and 
jobbers. We hope that it may turn out so. but 
Tve advise the exercise of wisdom and discre-- 
tioa in the matter of long credits and expan- 
sion oT business. They are always dangerous. 


TUe 
Batik 
of England—Redaction of the 
Kate of Discount. 


We leara by cable that the amount of bul- 


lion in the Bank of England has increased 
two hundred and fifty-eight thousand pounds 
within the last week, and that the minimum 
rate of discount has been reduced in conse- 
quence one-half per cent. The cable despatch 
also states that the influx of bullion into the 
Bank of France is still more considerable, the 
increase being eleven million three hundred 
thousand francs since last week. These two 
statements show a great though gradual fail- 
ing off in European business ; but then they 
occur in what is ordinarily the dull season of 
the year and need not cause any alarm. Wall 
street received this intelligence with the great- 
est composure, though at any other time it 
would have excited much interest among our 
capitalists. But we also are passing through 
our dull season just as they are in London and 
Paris. There is always among speculators a 
breathing lime for some weeks before the har- 
vest has been gathered in, especially if fears are 
entertained that the harvest will fall under the 
average of past seasons. 
Now there is on this 


very subject a great deal of- anxiety throughout 
Great Britain, and the cable has for some daya 
back reported to us the state of the weather in 
England aimuoL «u> zcguWly »» it does the last 
items of news regarding the international boat 
race. Besides the uncertainty as to the har- 
vest, it may well be that the stagnation of 
business in the great European capitals is due 
in part to the ever imminent danger of war. 
The statement of matters on the Peninsula is 
sufficient of itself to cause uneasiness; and 
France is just entering on a revolution which, 
though as yet bloodless, may have a very dif- 
ferent ending. Merchants are alive to all these 
things, for politics and commerce are so ne- 
cessarily intermixed that many men of busi- 
ness study the political barometer like a 
Beust or a Bismarck. But provided we have 
an average European harvest and a good cot- 
ton crop at home, we hope to tide over these 
political shoals and quicksands and find busi- 
ness before long aa enterprising as ever. 


That Report*! 
Conwrrativa letter of 


Chief JTuatlco Chn««. 


Th0 political psrtjr organ* and party politi- 


cians are very maed exercised about a letter 
which it is said Chief Justice Chase wrote to 
some Southerner on the political situation, and 
in which he expressed highly conservative and 
liberal views. This shows, at least, that there 
is a tower of strength in- Mr. Chase's name, 
and that whenever it is mentioned ia connec- 
tion with the Presidency the President-making 
factions and the organs of the- different aspi- 
ranta for that high office become excessively 
sensitive and nervous. The mere report that 
he wrote a letter favoring a broady liberal and 
conservative polioy toward the South, which 
was construed into a bid for the Presidency, has 
put them in a flutter. Now, for the consolation 
of these President-making managers, we can 
tell them on good authority that the Chief 
Justice ha» written no letter that will bear 
such a construction, and that he carefully 
avoids entering into political matters or con- 
troversies. It is possible he may have written 
letters to friends, expressing opinions as to 
the policy that should be pursued toward the 
South, as any other citizen might- This is a 
privilege that he may dainx in common with 
all Americans. 
Nor does he make any 


mystery about his views on this subject. He 
has not hesitated to say that universal amnesty 
should go with universal suffrage, that the 
disabilities of the Southerners should be 
removed, and that the wounds of our civil war 
should be promptly healed. 
No- man, per- 


haps, has had a better opportunity or is more 
capable of forming a correct opinion of the 
present condition of the South and the temper 
of the people. He lias been a great deal in 
that section of the country since the war, 
and his judicial circuit extending over a 
considerable portion of it, he has necessarily 
become well informed of matters there. The 
conclusion he has come to, then, that univer- 
sal amnesty should be granted and the wounds 
of the war healed for the good of the whole 
country as well for that of the Southerners 
themselves, ought to have weight both with the 
administration and Congress. There is" no 
doubt the sentiment of the people is with him. 
They do not want to see the Southern States 
remain unrestored, disorganized, and under 
military rule for the purpose of helping any 
political party. On this subject Chief Justice 
Chase shows that he is a statesman of broad 
and liberal views, and there is no reason to 
conclude because he entertains them, or has 
even expressed them, that he has taken such 
conservative ground for the purpose of reach- 
ing the Presidency or to interfere in political 
matters.

Tho oarsmen or the Oxford [fnirersity are scarcely 


Illustrating in itietr action towards the Harvard 
crew that love of fair play which has generally been 
supposed to characterize the English sportsman. 
Up to the present moment in the interesting trial or 
skill between the two leading universities ot the Old 
and the New World the Harvard men have been 
compelled to yield every disputed point in ravor of 
heir adversaries or to abandon all idea of making 
he match. Nearly eighteen months ago the main 
ontroversy in regard to carrying a cosswam 
hreateaed to put an end to the contemplated race, 
but the Harvarda eventually conceded the point, thus 
bandoning at once tne main feature or tne style or 


rowing to 
wMch 
they had been accustomed 


ever since they first pulled an oar, and agreeing 
to adopt the styie familiar to the Oxford men. Tne 
Harvards then desiied to stipulate that they should 
be at liberty after their arrival In England to select 
the water on which the race should be rowed. THIS 
appeared to be a most reasonable condition, consid- 
ering that the Americans were coming to a strange 
country and was the nearest approach that coaid be 
made to a meeting of the two crews on a neutral 
course, although even then all the advantage of being 
at home would have still remained with the English- 
men.' But again Oxford was determined to have her 
own way and to grasp at every point she could make 
in her own favor, ana her crew refused to row any- 
where but over the course with, which, they were en- 
tirely ramiliar. This also was yielded by the Har- 
vards, although it might well nave beea rerused, and 
tnen the mated was made. 


The Harvard crew nave now been in London some 


two weeks. Everybody who has tried an Atlantic 
voyage knows very well its prostrating effect upon 
the system, and how very thoroughly it incapacitates

General Howard and the Frcednen'i Bu-

An immense concourse of prominent citizens as- 


sembled in Taylor Hall last evening to hear General 
0. O. Ho'waru, of the United States Army, address 
the National Kducationai Convention on ••Education 
m the South with Rclerencc to the Colored Popula- 
tion." The speaker proceeded in acolloqnial and 
rambling strain to recount the-demoralizing and op- 
pressive cffem or tiie war among the negroes. 
While 
sojourning 
in 
Tennessee 
he 
visited 


the only school 
in the 
neighborhood, which 


had been 
founded 
by three ladies of Vas- 


saehusetts. The colored people there spofce the 
language unintelligibly. 
The government gener- 


ously undertook to support and educate them. He 
was appointed Commissioner in accordance with the 
law passed forming the Frcedmeu's Bureau. He cs- 
tawistied a general sysiem of schools by appointing 
superintendents for each State, and from tne suc- 
cess of this movement there are now 3,000 schools 
and upwards of 250,000 pupils, mainly comprised of 
the children offreedmen. General Howard gave us 
no further information about his mission, but flat- 
tered the Christian constancy and disinterested en- 
ergy 01 the teachers scut by the government to edu- 
cate the negroes. He recommended the or-amzation 
of a similar system of public schools in the'South as 
exist in Ohio and Massachusetts. The speaker con- 
cmcied by ttircatsmng dire consequences on the l,e- 
Kislature of Tennessee should they repeal tiie school 
law of that Ssate as threatened.

The speaker quoted largely from Mans- 
field, Raymond and Kent, to prove mat Christianity 
ought to be the foundation of all education ana 
maintained that a religious course of instruction, 
without sectarianism, could bo maintained in public 
schools.

Judge FITIJ.D observed that it is impossible to 
teach religion in public schools without destroying 
them; but he who would have Christianity taught 
in public nchoois mtim have hte foundation in the 
history of the Bible; that if yon undertake to leach 
it thoroughly yon must teach it honestly; you muM 
teach the whole 01 the New Testament. Yon cannot 
give technical religious instruction m our pnblic 
schools. 
Although public schools are sectional 
schools you must cling to them. Technical religious 
instruction, if introduced, would be betcer than no 
religion, nut leave the State the secular part or the 
education aud the Church tne religious. Judge 
Field endorsed the aaymg or Napoleon. "Give ine 
he Eel cction of the teachers of u nation and I want 
no more." 
He approved of the plan pur- 
sued in Ireland ana other places to have the 
chlldreu taught religion in schools at fixed times by 
clergymen professing similar religious persuasions. 
One religion cannot be taught, nor was it ever in- 
tended, nor is it desirable. Any man who objects to 
pnblic schools on the eround that they aie not reli- 
gious schools is a foe to popular education. 


Mr. WHITE, of Massachusetts, denied that he 
pleaded for technical religious education. When- 
ever he went into a public school ne entered as a 
Christian; onl In building np this country on the 
firm foundation of a Christian education we cannoi 
come down to me croaltlnifs of secUu-ianism. 


Rev. 
Mr. LOCEWOOD, of New Jersey, coincided 
with Judge Field. In the South religious teachers 
alone were successful In teaching freertmen. and we 
need in eveiy teacher a person of deeply religious 
sensibility. 


Mr. WHITE, of Ohio, argued that the Catholics 
contended for their Church coming in m the echo; 
asuc culture of their children. He agreed that 
although technical education could not tic given in 
public schools, you cannot have the sign "No ad nils 
sion for God here" emblazoned on thair portals. 
Such a course if pursued bra teacher would under- 
mine all appeaig to morality and brand him as an 
atheist. We must, however, resist tne exclusion of 
the Bible and the idea that there cannot be a sj»tem 
01 religion m public schools which cannot trample 
on tbe rights of conscience. He nnally approved of 
some common standard of common Chruuianitv 
being adopted. 


Mr. HOBBS, of Indiana, Insisted that there cer- 
tainly is some common ground or Christianity on 
which all can stand. 


On motion it was agreed lo postpone the discus- 
sion till the afternoon, and in the meantime a com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. White, of Massachn- 
setts; Field, of New Jersey: Hoblis, or Indiana, and 
White, of Ohio, were apoointea to prepare a state- 
ment during the recess of the real questions to be 
decided.
